Challenge to Kennedy raises legal, political issues 



. . _ WASHINGTON — A funny thing happened 
„ thlssummer on the way_to the Massachusetts 
forum. A 3G.ycar-old schoolteacher. Alwin E. 
Hopfmann. got sandbagged by the i 
Democratic pals who arc nurturing Edward ' 
M. Kennedy for the White House. The matter 
is now pending before the U.S. Supreme Court

It's an interesting case, partly Ijccause It 
presents a novel constitutional question and 
partly bt^cause It breathes of that spittoon 
redolence that for some of us has the fragoncc 
of roses. 

Political monte, when played with some 
subtlety and panache.

Challenge to Kennedy raises legal, political issues 



_Jl!ASHlPJG'Wftl=i.A.funny Ui.ing h_Dppened^ _ 
this summer on the way to the Ma^chusetts 
forum. A 36-year^id sdiooltcacher, Aiwin K. 
Hopfmann, got sandbagged by the 
Democratic pals who are nurturing Edward 
M. Kennedy for the White House. The matter 
Is now pending before the U.S. Supreme Court 
on a petition for review. 

It's an Interesthig case, partly because It 
presents a novel constitutional question and 
partly because It breathes of that spittoon

Hopfmann got It In his head early this year 
that he wanted to run against Ted Kennedy for 
the U.S. Senate. Crazy, right? Right. 
Hopfmann lives In the town of Harvard, Mass.

Stertlng and runs n small bookstbrobn the 
side. He disagrees with Kennedy on every 
major issue. \ 

As a registered Democrat, Hopfmann knew 
that his only chance of making a respectable 
splash would be to challenge Kennedy in the. 
September primary of the Democratic Party. 
Toward that end, he rounded up the 10,000 
signatures required by state law for a 
nominating petition and he tiled all the proper 
papers. 

Then, on May 21, came the Democratic . 
State Convention, whereiqxin a newnilc was 
adopted by a vote of 1,698 to 4C8. The rule 
decreed, so far as this case Is concerned, that 
nobody could run against Ted Kennedy In 
September unless at least 15 percent of the 
convention delegates endorsed him In May. 

Hopfmann had no more dioncc of getting 
. that 15 percent than Dean Martin would have 



.Had atnconyehllon ottheTcmpcrM 
Hopfmann got exactly C5 votes, or sbmcthlng. 
under 2 percent. State officials, yielding to the 
party (jharter, niled him off tlie ballot. 
Kennedy thus ran unopposed In the September 
primary, and went on to beat a Republican 
opponent In November. 

Hopfmann now Is asking the Supreme Court 
to declare Kennedy's September nomination 
null and void. It wilt be a miracle if the court 
J^erk doesn't throw both Hopfmann and his 
petition down the steps, but there's a 
fascinating question here. 

To what extent can a State political party 
Impose Its shenanigans on the plain language ' 
of the Constitution? Our supreme law says 
that the times, places and manner of holding 
elections for senators "shall beprescrlbed In 
each state by the legislature thereof." 

Hopfmann contends that the 15 percent 
device has the effect of denying maverick 



::party mcmbcreo fflirjchanccjn a Raity-.-r=rr^ 
primary. He notes that in September, 31 
percent of the Democrats who went to the 
polls failed to vote for Kennedy even though 
the senator was unopposed. Maybe that 
protest vote would have gone to the unknown 
Hopfmann. In that event, Kennedy would have 
been embarrassed, and his White House 
prospects would have been diminished. 

The case recalls a famous case. Terry vs. 
Adams, decided by the Supreme Court In 1953 .

TWIN FALLS - The 51.000 that 
Barbara Havener pnld toward a 
range, dishwasher and garbage dis- 
posal at the Blue Lakes Showkase -1 
has bought her nothing but og- 
gravatlon. 

She Is one of about 20 people who 
purchased Itcma but did not pick 
them up from the now-defunct busi- 
ness, or who mado partial payment, 
Intending to pick up their merchan- 
dise and make final payment later. 
When the business, -which was 
located In the Blue Lakes Shopping

customers were left without their 
money or Ihclr merchandise. 

"If someone stole $1,000 from you, 
I don't think It would feel any 
different," Havener soys. 

She learned a bitter lesson from 
the experience.
